CRASH OF STOCKS 
HALTS THE.ORGY 


OF SPECULATION 


Top Speed Market 
Drops from 3 to More 
than 65 Points. 


New York, Nov. 12.—[ Special. The 
announced intention of the federal re- 
serve bank to put the brakes on specu- 
lation in stocks caused a rush to sell 
by panic stricken bulls on the stock 
exchange today. 

As a result the whole market gave 
way. Declines rai.zed from 3 to more 
than 65 points. a 

This range never has been exceeded 
in a day’s trading save in the North- 
ern Pacific panic in 1901. 

Call money advanced to 30 per cent 
today, the highest rate since the finan- 
cial depression of 1907. 

Authoritative views hold that the 
crash today does not mean that bust- 


to call a halt on their activities. At 
the end of the day there were evi- 
dences of a more hopeful feeling in 
stock exchange circles. 


Business Leaves Ticker Behind. 

Business was in such volume that 
the stock ticker was working forty 
minutes after the close of the market. 
The turnover amounted to over 2.700. 
000 shares. As in yesterday's market, 
when declines reached 31 points, the 
biggest losses were recorded by the 
highly speculative issues, such as Gen- 


eral Motors, Crucible Steel. Mexican

' General Motors dropped to 280, as 


compared with its closing price last 
night of 348%; Crucible Steel declined 
to 210, as against 226 last night. 
Losses of 39 to 123 Points. 
Compared with the high prices of 
last week these active stocks show 
losses ranging from 39 to 123 points. 


At its low today General Motors was 


123 points below the high price of this 
year, wh.le Crucible Steel was 61 
points down. Mexican Petroleum 
shows a loss from its year’s high of 
more than 78 points and Texas com- 
pany a loss of 50 points.’ 

The weakness today was not confined 
to the high priced stocks, however. 
Losses ranging from 3 to more than 
15 points were sustained by the lower 
priced issues.

Mexico Buys 
Guns, Shells, 
in Belgium? 


(By a stat Correspondent.) 
Nogales, Ariz. Nov. 12,—Reports 
that 100,000 Mauser rifles and millions 
bought by the Mexican government 
from Belgium, through the Mexican 
mission to Europe, have put military 
authorities along thé border in a state 
of excitement. 

The commanders have information 
that on Cct. 25, the Mexican mission 
placed cash to cover the payments for 
the arms and munit ons w.th the 
Fatrique Nationale d' Armes in Liege, 
Belgium, and made arrangements to 
reserve cargo space on Holland-Amer- 
ican liners sailing Oct. 29 and Dec. 3 
from Antwerp for Tampico, Vera Cruz 
and Puerto Mexico. 

Some of the contracts were made 
before the European war broke out, 
but shipments were held up because of 
Belgium’s needs, and the failure of the 
Mexican governmnet to place the cash 
in the hands of the manufacturers, it 
is said. 

U. 8. Envoy Protested. 

These shipments, according to infor. 
mation here, is contrary to the arms 
convention and the American chargé 
d'affaires in Belgium is said to have 
protested.

Cloture Dangerous Precedent. 
There are many signs that the clo-

Says Balloon Trips

A trans-Atlantic air service that will 
cost no more than an ocean voyage 
between the United States and England 
was predicted last night by Lieut. Sir 
Arthur Whitten Brown, navigator of 
the first aeroplane to make a nonstop 
flight across the Atlantic. Under the 
auspices of the Aero Club of Illinois, he 
delivered an illustrated lecture at Or- 
chestra hall. 

We have learned much from our 
flight,” he said. “For one thing. we 
have learned that the land machine, | 
because of the danger involved, is not 
the ideal type for crossing the ocean. 
The hydroaeroplane, on the other 
hand. is too heavy. I look to the 
dirigible to be the air liner of the fu- 
ture. 

“Within a few years such a service 
will be established. The cost of the 
flight will be in the neighborhood of 
$300 per passenger—the same price 
that is charged on our first class steam- 
ers now. The journey will be a great

“TI believe in the safety of the air,” 
he said. “ Investigation will show that 
there have been fewer deaths per pas- 
senger mile in the air than there have 
been per passenger mile by rail. Had 
your transcontinental] race been made 
by the same number of autos as there 
were airplanes in the contest, the num- 
ber of casualties would have been 
greater.”

Nutt talked to a TRIBUNE reporter yes- 
terday afternoon concerning the dope 
traffic in Chicago and Dr. Sage's resig- 
nation. He took occasion to state he 
had never owned stock in the Old Rose 
Distilling company, as charged by 
Sage, nor in any other concern en- 
gaged-in the manufacture of distilled 
spirits. 


Sage’s Resignation Not Accepted. 

“ My office,” Col. Nutt said, “is that 
of supervising agent of internal reve- 
nue in charge of the central division, 
which covers ten states, while Dr. 
Sage, appointed by me, was the head 
of the narcotic unit in the Chicago 
district. Dr. Sage’s resignation not
